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The cantonment comprised 25 wooden buildings built on solid 
foundations.

Six "Shchuka" tanks; 

One "T 34/43" tank? 

Two "SU 249" self-propelled guns; 

Three "SU 152" self-propelled guns; 

One "SU 76" self-propelled gun; 

Three 76.2-mm field guns; 

Three 152~mm gun howitzers.
